Importance Lieutenant Commander Colin Mayers. 
of Being the retired naval engineer, whose arrest 


Candid last March on a charge of having 
removed valuable secret E from the 
Admiralty, alarmed and shocked the pul lie, has been 
released on his own recognizances after having satisfied 
the Court and the officials of the Admiralty that he never 
had any thought of treason. His whole case, which causec 
infinite distress to himself and his friends, is an illustra- 
tion of the importance of candor. Mayers is a man of 36, 
of unusual brilliance as a scientific designer and draughts- 
man. The plans involved rel: ited to the British submarines 
Xi and Oi, which were largely his own execution. Whe n 
he retired from the service to join the technical staff of 
Vickers and Co., he removed his notes for these plans, in 
order to keep a record of his handiwork. When the 
removal was detected and an enquiry was started his moral 
courage failed him (to use his own words) and he resorted 
to an artifice to return them and make it appear that they 
had always been where they should have been. His 
artifice was discovered, and this circumstance led to the 
suspicion that he was a spy who had sought to sell 
information of vital importance to his country to one of 
her possible enemies. He claims that in reality his retention 
of the notes was based on the patriotic desire to further 
improve submarines for the British Government. | 
That is the whole story, and Mayers succeeded in 
convincing the Solicitor-General, Sir Thomas Inskip, and 
the Lord Chief Justice, Lord Hewart, of its truth, and 
his innocence. Everything would have been set right 
three months ago if he had had the courage to admit his 
breach of regulations at the time the notes were missed: 
and an international sensation of a deplorable character 
would have been avoided. He himself had been cruelly 
punished for the folly to which he pleaded guilty, and the 
denouement is satisfactory to everyone. The Lord Chief 
Justice dismissing him spoke in tones of pity. It is

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D'Arcy McGee As I Saw Him 


By Kate Simpson-Haves 





AS A child I saw, and knew, D’Arcy McGee, one of 

the Fathers of Confederation. It was in either 1863 
or '64 this distinguished man breakíasted in my father's 
house, a happening that came about in this way: my 
father was returning from a business trip (to St. John. 
New Brunswick) to a small town called Dalhousie, and, 
on the boat, "The Lady Head", he travelled with a jovial- 
faced man whom he had heard lecture on the subject oí 
"Coníederation" a few nights before. 

My father, born of a race that felt what they called 
"The injustice of England”, had little sympathy with 
any British sentiment—a thing just springing into life 
in Canada—and I think my father was one of McGee's 
“hecklers” the night the latter spoke in St. John. Any- 
way, on the boat trip Mr. McGee attempted to convert 
my father to the new political dogma "A United Canada !" 

Just at this time the Maritime provinces were suffer- 
ing the results of the American War. The great in- 
dustry, wooden ship-building, had gone down to nothing; 
hard times were on the land; the youth of the land was 
emigrating to the United States, and there was some feel- 
ing in the minds of men that "We might just as well go 
Uncle Sam, body and bones!” Propagandists 
were undoubtedly doing something to foster this senti-

It turned out that “The Lady Head” was leaving the 
harbor within the hour, and “Phillips’ Hotel” (where 
visitors to the little town found a fine hospitality) being 
some distance down street, my father kept Mr. McGee 
for breakfast. 


During the meal our guest discussed other things 
than Confederation, for my father insisted on my mother 
repeating a poem she had written! I recollect her em- 
barrassment, until “the strange gentleman" "said hi; 
piece", and my mother was coaxed into speaking a verse 
of her own poem “My Island Home!” Years and years 
after I picked up a newspaper—a St. John Weekly—and 
in it I read a poem called “My Irish Wife’: It was the 
poem Mr. McGee “spoke” that morning at the breakfast 
table! I do not think the poem had been published when 
he recited it, and I don’t suppose the circumstance would 
have stayed in my mind, but that, seeing my father weep, 
as he heard the lines, I considered that the recital was 
having a very bad effect on my daddy! 

History tells us that D’Arcy McGee was “a Fenian” 
in 1848. He himself was an emigrant to the U. S. A.. 
where he worked as a journalist for some years. If 1 
recollect aright, it was “The Tablet” he wrote for: 
Catholic Weekly newspaper with deep-seated Irish sym- 
pathies. We took “The Tablet” in our house for many 
long years—a small sized sheet, compared to present-day 
newspapers—and ever thundering Irish Wrongs! 

A very few years later McGee, the patriot. died at 
the hands of a fanatic. His forty odd years of life had 
been active years, fruitful filled intense 
devotion to the country he had now called “Canada, my 
He had the vision of a greater Canada to be!

1864, not the least by any means 
of the “Fathers of Confederation.” Very little has 
written about this distinguished statesman and the part 
he played in the great task of bringing about the consoli- 
dation of the British provinces of North America. We 
can account for this in a measure from the fact that he 
lived and labored in what is now and was then the smallest 
and perhaps at that time the most remote of all the 
provinces, and also perhaps from the fact that he passed 
away at a very early age and in the year the Confederacy 
became an accomplished fact.

Throughout the length and breadth of Prince Edward 
Island to-day even the name of Edward Whelan is 
revered. His is the name of all those who represented the 
Island at the Quebec Conference, that is remembered as 
a "Father of Confederation." His po'itical and journalistic 
career extended over a very short period, only twenty-one 
or twenty-two years, yet in that short time he beat the 
family compact, secured free schools, banished the land- 
lord system, and did much to bring about the great event 
we are now about to celebrate. A plain, marble slab, 
showing the Cross, and bearing the name, time of birth. 
and time of death, marks his resting place in the Catholic 
Cemetery on St. Peter’s Road, Charlottetown, beside the 
graves of his two daughters who preceded him, and_ his 
only son.

Perhaps the most serious 
problem confronting the Art Theatre 
to-day is the difficulty of finding an 
adequate repertory. Chekhov and 
Dostoevsky are out of favor with the 
Communist theatrical authoritles; the 
former because of the "bourgeois 
waverings" of his characters and the 
latter because of his mystical and 
religious tendencies. Except for occa- 
Sional performances of “Uncle Vanya,’ 
these two authors have vanished from 
the Art Theatre 


programmes. The

Poison Ivy Cure 
ACCORDING to James F. Couch, 


of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, there is an easy 
remedy for poison-ivy, poison-oak. 
and poison-sumac : 

“Just ask your druggist to make 
up a 5 per cent. solution of potassium 
permanganate, and swab it on the 
poisoned places with a bit of absorb- 
ent cotton or a soft cloth. The per- 
manganate destroys the ivy poison, 
but does no harm to the skin, except 
that it makes a brown stain. Most of 
us do not want to let this remain: 
and it can be removed by washing 
with a 1 per cent. solution of oxalic 
acid. Oxalic acid is a poison, so 
that if you are afraid of children 
getting hold of it, you may use in- 
stead a 1 per cent. solution of sodium 
bisulphite, or even just plain 
and water, tho the latter is a bit 
slow in taking off the stain. If the 
skin has been very much broken by 
scratching or otherwise and is raw, 
the oxalic acid will cause a tempor- 
ary stinging, and soap and water is 
preferable for removing stains from 
such sensitive surfaces. If the skin 
is very tender, the solution of po 
tassium permanganate may be diluted 
with water before using.

“The permanganate treatment is 
recommended only as a remedy for 
poisoning that has already taken 
place. Persons who know that they 
are likely to be poisoned mav prevent 
the plants from harming them with 
a wash devised by Dr. Tames B. Mc- 
Nair of the Field Museum, Chicago 
This consists of a 5 per cent. solution 
of ferric chlorid in a fifty-fifty mix- 
ture of water and glycerin, to he 
washed on all exposed parts of the 
skin and allowed to dry there, before 
going where the dangerous weeds 
grow. The iron in the chemical com 
bines with the poisonous principle ot 
the ivy and changes it into a harm- 
less, non-poisonous compound. None 
of the remedies recommended by the 
two scientists have any patent or pro- 
prietary medicines in them. They are 
standard and well-known chemicals 
and any druggist can make them up 
in a few minutes.”

The Budget Speech of the Provincial Treasurer ot 
the Province of Quebec shows a reduction during the last 
fiscal year reported of almost $6,000,000 in net bonded 
debt. As has already been reported in previous reports 
of this Committee, it is now the policy of the Quebec 
Legislature to make full Sinking Fund provision for all 
long term debenture issues. 

The Province of Saskatchewan, which has always 
received careful administration from a financial stand- 
point, has, at the recent session of the Legislature, 
announced a reduction of 25 per cent. in public revenue 
tax, which will reduce the amount contributed by the 
Municipalities to the Government by $500,000. In addi- 
tion to this, the Government has made provision for à 
Sinking Fund by setting aside out of Current Revenue 
each year, the sum of $200,000 which the Provincial 
Treasurer estimates will be sufficient to retire the net 
public debt of the Province within forty-five years. 

In Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, and Prince Edwar. 
Island the Maritime Report has been received with satis- 
faction, It is expected that the adoption of the recom- 
mendations made by the commission will have a marked 
effect on general conditions in the Maritime Provinces.

In addition to this, there will be 
revenue estimated at $10,000 by the owners from the 
news-stand concession and the sale of steam and of 
electric sign privileges, bringing the estimated total gross 
revenue up to $128,601. The annual operating expenses, 
including taxes, are estimated at $40,000. On this basis 
the annual net earnings available for the payment of bond 
interest will be $88,601, equivalent to 2.09 times interest 
requirements on these bonds. 

The mortgage securing these bonds provides for 
monthly sinking fund payments which will retire approxi- 
mately $400,000 of these bonds by maturity. This amount 
is equivalent to 61.5 per cent. of the entire issue, Com- 
pletion of the building free from liens has been assured 
by the taking out of surety bond in the sum of $300,000.

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the company to get rid of the houses which it constructs 
with the money obtained for these bonds, and in other 
ways, the position would then have elements of insecurity. 
In case of insolvency the bondholders would have to take 
over the assets and it would be a matter of nursing them 
over the period of dullness. 

W. N. McEachren and Sons Limited are not bond 
dealers, as mentioned by you in your letter, but are 
builders who have a good reputation in their own line for 
successful building. They have for a number of years 
been putting through a series of syndicates to finance 
building in somewhat this manner. Previously, however, 
members of the syndicates divided profits after the end 
of a five year period, if there were profits, and then the 
syndicate would be closed. By the new manner of 
financing, the deal would be open for twenty years, and the 
profits, if any, would be divided at the end of each five 
year period. 

All this would seem to indicate that there are good 
chances for profit with this security over a term of years, 
but that it is not free from speculative qualities. The 
chief of these speculative qualities is that the security 
would be of fluctuating quantity and quality and that it is 
not a first charge. 





LAURIER MINES AND ITS CHEQUER-BOARD 
SYSTEM 

К. F., Rossland, B. C. Laurier Mines has control ої 
a great many claims scattered over the Rouyn region of 
Quebec. They are for the most part raw claims and on 
the three or four claims on which they are doing work, 
not enough has been found as yet to warrant enthusiasm. 
In offering you shares at 35 cents a share, the Great 
North Corporation of Montreal state that they are willing 
to go on record with the prediction that Laurier will 
sell at about $1.50 before October 15th, and at about $3.00 
within one year. If they had all the shares placed in a 
pool during this period, it would be an easy thing fo: 
the Company to raise the price of the shares as high as it 
wanted to. There would be no market to determine what 
the real value would be. 

The Company features the fact that its claims, selected 
here and there over the entire region, gives a chequer- 
board arrangement so that it should be near or have good 
property somewhere in the lot. That is possible, oí 
course, but it will also cost the Company $10,000 in taxes 
and $65,000 to do the assessment work necessary to keep 
each claim in good standing. 


BUY AMERICAN WOOLLENS NOT YET 
Editor Gold and Dross,— 

What is your opinion of American Woollens Com- 
mon stock for a market appreciation at the present prices 
(17—19) on N. Y. Exchange? 

Thanking you for your past most valuable advice 

E. G., Toronto, Ont. 

I do not consider American Woollens common stock 
under present market conditions to be a good purchase even 
for a long hold. It is better to wait until the company is 
definitely on the upgrade before making a purchase of this 


stock. 

The 7% Cumulative Preferred dividends have been paid 
out of the company’s surplus. It earned only $1.90 on the 
preferred stock in 1925 and nothing at all in 1924, and had 
a deficit at the end of 1925 of more than two and a half 
million dollars after payment of preferred dividends. Not 
long ago American Woollen Preferred was selling around 
16, thus ylelding close to 10%, and now it can be bought on 
a 14% basis. No company can continue indefinitely to pay 
dividends that are unearned out of its surplus, however 
rich it is. There will come a time when its cash resources 
must be conserved, unless the company has decided to 
liquidate its business and distribute its assets among its 
stockholders. The fall of 20 on the Preferred stock indicates 
increasing speculative risks on the common stock. As soon 
as the company begins to consolidate its position with the 
preferred stock it will be time to consider the speculative 
possibilities in the common. For a very long hold, on account 
of the financial strength of the company, people are willing 
to take a chance, as evidenced by the fact that in 1926 the 
market quotations ran from 19 to 427%, and in 1927 from 
33% ran down to 17. 


ALBERTA PACIFIC GRAIN COMPANY'S PROSPECTS 
GOOD 

A. K., Calgary, Alta. The Alberta Pacific Grain Com- 
pany, Ltd., ends its present fiscal year on June 30th, but 
we shall not know definitely how it has made out during 
the year until it produces its annual report, which will 
probably not be for another two months or so. This 
company was incorporated under the Dominion Companies 
Act on April 10th, 1926, to take over a company of the 
same name incorporated in 1912 and to purchase a ter- 
minal elevator with a capacity oí 2,000,000 bushels. The 
old company had a very good record and the balance sheet 
issued by the new company under date of July Ist, 1926, 
showed the latter to be in a very satisfactory financia; 
position, with current assets oí $2,109,513 against cur- 
rent liabilities of $692,743, and fixed assets of $7,495,- 
299. 

The company’s 7 per cent. cumulative, redeemable 
preferred shares, of which there are $3,000,000 authorized 
and outstanding, were sold to the public at par, $100.00, at 
the bezinning of May, 1926, and are now quoted at 89 
bid, no asked price. Regular dividends at the full 7 per 
cent. rate are being paid on these shares. If we set, 
for the sake of argument, the asked price at 91, the re- 
turn to a purchaser at that price will be 7.69 per cent. 
This is a very attractive yield in view of the satisfactory 
nature of the company’s financial position as revealed in 
its balance sheet dated July Ist, 1926. The reason that 
the preferred shares are quoted so much below par 
appears to be due to public apprehension regarding the 
company’s ability to stand up against the increasing com 
petition of the western wheat pools 

It is a fact that the western wheat pools have in- 
creased enormously in strength, but notwithstanding this 
the Alberta Pacific Grain Compan) 
more than holding its own, according to our information. 
The company has considerably enlarged its operations 
during the past year, and we understand from unofficial 
sources that the com/ng annual statement will show its 
earnings to have been maintained at a satisfactory figure. 
Of course, only the annual statement itself will give 
definite information as to this. 

If the report proves as satisfactory as is hoped for, 
these shares will doubtless see an advance in price. In 
the meantime, on the basis of the information available 
we consider them attractive as a speculative investment 


appears to be 


at the present price. The common shares, which are now 
quoted around 22, look like an attractive speculation a: 
this price for anyone willing to back the company’s 
ability to hold its own against the pools. No dividends 
are now being paid on these shares, and it is interesting 
to note that under the company's letters patent no divi- 
dend can be paid on the common which will have the 
effect of reducing the company's net working capital be- 
low an amount equivalent to one-half of the par value of 
the preferred shares outstanding, namely, $1,500,000. Thus 
it is evident that the company will have to increase its 
net working capital substantially above the figure shown 
in its report of July Ist, 1926, before it can pay any com- 
mon dividend. 





J. T., Saskatoon, Sask. You can get an idea of what the 
market thinks of the prospect for the ALGOMA CENTRAL 
AND HUDSON BAY RAILWAY first mortgage 576 bonds 
from the fact that they are now being quoted by unlisted 
security dealers around 12 offered, no bid. This means that 
holders of the bonds are willing to dispose of them for 
$12.00 for each $100.00 par value of the bonds, and that even 
at this price the bonds cannot find buyers. The last balance 
sheet avallable is that for the year ending June 30th, 1926, 
which shows a net loss for the year of $718,281, as compared 
with a net loss of $874,272 for the previous year. The 
company's financial position may be guaged from the fact 
that on the dates mentioned current liabilities exceeded 
current assets by $7,418,210. The company has not earned 
its fixed charges for many years past. The bonds are guar- 
anteed by the Lake Superior Corporation, but the value of 
this guarantee does not amount to much, as the latter 
company is itself in anything but a strong financial position. 
The fact of the matter is that the railway is as yet much 
too big for the territory in which it operates. Its only hope 
for the future seems to lie in a considerable increase in the 
country’s population and in the business of the companies 
which use its line. At the present time no such increase is 
in sight. 

О. C.. Winnipeg, Man. CANADIAN INDUSTRIAL 
ALCOHOL’S earnings have been running at a rate consid- 
erably in excess of those for the same period of last year 
The company paid a stock dividend of 20% on January 15th 
lust. There is gossip in financial circles to the effect that 
the company intends to increase its dividend rate very 
shortly, but we have no knowledge as to this. The closing 
quotation on the Montreal Stock Exchange on May 25th was 
29, at which price we consider that the stock still has inter- 
esting speculative possibilities. 

A. R., Montreal, Que. There is good speculative attrac- 
tiveness in the stock of QUEBEC DAIRIES, LTD., and if 
it maintains its present rate of growth the Company will 
show considerable progress in the next few years. 

K. M., Guelph, Ont. Shares of ENGINEERS HOLDING 
CO., LTD., formed by R. N. Bond, president of ANDARGO 
MINES CORPORATION, LIMITED, are very speculative 
and low in marketability. There is a lot of interest in the 
Sudbury field just now, but every claim will not make a 
mine, nor every mine a Frood. 

J. R., Brockville, Ont. Montreal Tramways shares, for 
which you paid $198 one year ago, were quoted at $190 on 
the Montreal Stock Exchange on June 13th. The highest 
point touched by the shares so far in 1927 was $200 and the 
low point $169. Over a period of five and a half years to the 
end of 1925, the company’s income available for dividend 
payments on these shares averaged $553,079. The annual 
dividenfl ‘requirement was $400,000.00, which means that 
there bas been a satisfactory balance after payment of 
dividenils. Very satisfactory progress was made by the 
company in 1926, and we are informed that so far this year 
the results of operations have shown a similar satisfactory 
improvement over 1926. In view of these facts we would 
advise you to hold onto the stock, for the present at any rate 

J. O. F., Winnipeg, Man. The mining properties with 
good prospects of substantial growth include LAKE SHORE, 
WRIGHT - HARGREAVES, McINTYRE - PORCUPINE, 
NORANDA, and INTERNATIONAL NICKEL. There are 
various other mining enterprises which are assured of con- 
siderable growth, but, in many cases there are elements of 
speculation which make present quotations appear high. As 
time goes on, the current developments may bring dis- 
appointment to certain enterprises which may now seem 
safe. On the other hand, the development on some of the 
now less favorably regarded mines may take a turn such as 
would necessitate a complete revision of opinion. An invest- 
ment spread over the list of companies given would appear 
te be as good a speculative list as it Is possible to make at 
this time in the mines 

J. N. A., Toronto, Ont. GOLD HILL is installing a smal! 
milling plant, but the outlook for profits is not very bright 
The more favorable go!d values occur across a narrow width. 
and so far no payable gold mining enterprise has been 
established in Northern Ontario on similar conditions as 
those existing on Gold Hill. Events might appear to refute 
this observation for a short time. but it is my opinion that 
improvement in general conditions may be essential to 
success. POTTER DOAL is an interesting prospect. The 
original discovery has been big enough on which to base a 
hope of finding additional ore shoots. Toward this end 
some further exploration is in progress. On the outcome of 
this additional work w rest the question of success or 
failure of the enterprise. The effort is one which is warranted 
and is one which should receive the support of those who 
can afford to run risks in pioneering enterprises
